Narvrws, Jan, 26 —Vesuviun, which has
puzzled every ooe by il capsices, in now
again active snd glorione.  When 1 las
spoke of the mouniain it was reposing,
and the eruption was supposed by many 1o
be on the decline, but on the 284 instant
the instruments were wunch agitated, the
lava began to ponr forth, and two shorkas
of earthquake were felt eyen in Naples
Far two or three dava the old road to the
Observatory has been the most favorable
one, x8 the lava has been pouring down
over the cons in that direction in three or
four separate streams, wearing the appear.
ance of as many gigantic fingers forever
elongating. It is calenlsted that the lava
in ejected Lo the hight of 1100 meters above
the level of the séa, #o that you may easfly
conceive how magnificent is the spectacle.
For two days the mountain has been cov-
ered with snow, even to the lip of the
crater, thus presenling that remarkable ns-
sociation of fire and frost which astonished
us some weekssinee.  Lant night the ernp-
lion was singnlarly grand, and as the lava
descended aleo toward the Plano delle
Ginestre it seemed as if the entire fone
wan covered by streams of fire.

A el dissster has befallen one of the
most beantiful quarters of this city, Lant
night, abont 6:45 o'clock, there was a land-
slip of that huge tufs monntain which
iowers up above the sorner of RBantn Lucia,
leading ronnd to the Chistomone, over-
whelming the shops and dwelling houses
which Iny below.  The repor! in the eity
early this morning was that fifiv-five hodies
had been nlready disinterred ; but, a= little
teuth is 4o be placed in statements in mo-
ments of excitement, I proonred he escort
ol & Gnard of Public SBecurity, and wanad-
mitted to the scene of the disaster. Many
who read thiz will remember how long they
have liogered st several coral and paint
shops just at the toro of Santa Luncis; Jes
agreeable reminiscences they will have of
one or IWo wine-shops and tratiorie fre
guented by the people. Well, all are over.
whelmed, and how many unha py beingn
lie baried beneath is up to the present
time unknown.  In some respecta 1 wis re
mindad of the appearance of Torre del
Greco during the earthqoake of 156]-
there were long beams and raflers standing
perpendicularly out of the rabbiak ; chaire,
table=, beds and other articles nf hbonsehold
furniture were mingled with the rnina ; sec-
tions of houses which clung 1o and climbed
up the oliff were apparent, with private
cophboarda fuli of bhowtles, but the inhah-
itants and fuesdes, indeed the greater por-
tion of the honses, Iay embedded heneath
the mam of {ula which lay piled high be-
neath, obstracting all cammunication be
twewn the city und the Riviera dit Ohiaga
in this direction.

It was most painful o think of the
amonnt of suffering that lay buried there
without the possibility of relief, for the
work of excavation was pronounced to ha
daugerons. How hLigh the moustain
stands which dominates Santa Locia T can
not precisely say —certainly many hundred
feet, and, composed an it is of very friable
mnterials, there wan full expetistion that
even larger masscr wonld fall, On the
very sutamit, and st the extreme edge
there are barracks ; the stone facing of the
wountain had given way, and the apparent
probability was that the lufx might yield,
and this vast pile of building topple over.
The work of excavation, therefore, was full
of danger, not merely to those enghged in
i, bat o the crowds who stond aronnd.
Even an | looked, masses of rock and
building Zell, nnd here und there long lines
of sand, as it were of smoke, came trickling
down. There were very few persona em
lﬂu!‘l‘cl, therefore, in excavating ; all that
oonld be done was 1o preserve order, and
keep off the hosts of street Avabs, who
every now and then tried to bresk throngh
the cordon of soldiers.

A comamission of engineers and architecis
was appointed 1o examine the mouniain
and report whether it would be safe 1o re
move the mins at Lhe base, 1{ was a work
of great danger, for they had to scramble
over the wreoks of the demolished houses,
at the risk of being swallowed op by an-
other land-fall. At leogth it was decided
that nothing conld be done until the moun-
tain had been propped, and how this an
be done appears (0 me to be a most puzzliog
allnir, Some were of opinion that the best
thing would be to explode that part of the
mountain with a mine, but this would have
endangered much property nesr at hand.
Al present, therefore, we are guite in the
dark s to the exient of the disaster, and if
any unfortunate persous are buried they
mytst remain vietitoe, The houses destroyed
are s lodging-honse moch frequented by
foreigners, two, if not three, coral-shops,
a shop where engravings were mold, cufe
partislly 5o, a wine-shop much fregnented,
and one or two small ealing-honges, 1 be-
lieve that most in the lodging-houses ex-
caped ; they had timely warning in certain
honses, wade by the hreaking away of the
elif A family who wers in an upper room
were unmble to cscape, but throngh the
hravery of a Captain of the Bersaglieri
were got down by ropes and Isdders. An
Awerican gentleman who was lodging there
wan severely wotnded, and was sent ofl’ 1o
the Pellegrini. | have just visited him, na
the peor fellow kunew only two persons in
Naplea, andl he tells me he was 1ving in his
bedd when the roof fell in and a ratier fell
on his bodv. 1t broke the bones of the
pelvin, and he hax, moreover, & woutad in
the head. 11 is hoped that those in the
eafe had titne to escape, an the door is  par-
tinlly open; as to those in the coral-sheps
the wine-shops and the truforie, they mijat
inevitably be lost, and it is feared there
were many there

It being o cold night, the sentinel al the

A Usnple of Dlaciples of Gnlen Shoot

“aifain” has been on the tapis for several
days past, and was broughi to'a succesafu)
conclosion an yesterday, and it is satisigo-
tory ta state that, although rifles were

ietin. The principals in the aflair were
both disciplea of Galen, and named re
apectively John H. Taylor and W. J,
Mimms, both being droggists on Poplar
street. A gliort time ago the latter was in
the employment of the former, and lately
commenced bosines: on his own account,
Information was conveved by a friend to
Mr. Mimms, n few days since, that Mr,
Tayior had used an expression towsrds him
that retlected on his charncter as a gentle
man. Mr. Mimmes called on Mr. Tavlor
to retract, and apologize, but he refused to
o either, and a challenge to meet indead-
Iy combat wan the resnit. Rifles were se-
lected ga the weapons, the back of Mound
City, Arkansas, na the ground, and vester-
day the eventiul day for the affair 1o come
off.
Seconds were carefully selected on each
side, Mr. R, €. Charch, proprietor of the
Overton Hotel billiard saloon, and Capt,
W. E. Bell appearing for Taylor, and Cap-
tain Cheoseman and Dr. Bell, Jr, for
Mimms. Yesterday morning the parties
in gquentlon all embarked for Mound City,
and reached that point abont 11 o'cleck in
the forenocon, By 12 o'clock the prelimi-
maries had all been arranged, and all
marched ont 1o the fGield in rear of the
hotel, und the principals were soon placed
lifty paces from each other. The rifles
had previously been loaded, snd while Mr.
Mimms was changing his position at the
suggestion of one of his seconds, his rifle
accidentally went off, causing some Hittle
confusion, The rifle, however, was speed-
ily relonded, both parties locking cool, and
seemingly determined to “do or die.”
The momentous period had now arrived,
the seconds retived, and Mr. Church asked :
“zentlemen, are you ready?’ Both re.
plied in the afirmative, and raised their
piecea, “Fire!” a panse, and the word
“one' was given, while simultaneons-
ly both rifles were discharged. All rushed
forward ; the smoke cleared away, and it
was discovered that—nobody was hort !
The seconds now interfered to endeavor
o make mattersup. Both had fully shown
their plock and defended theic honor, and
ul the carnest request of the seconda on
Loth sides, they shook hands and became
again friends. An adjournment was then
made (o the bay-room of tue hotel, where
all hands “‘smiled” frequently, and re-
turned to the city, in the afternogn, with

The Senate Committer (o whom was ré-
ferred the question of publishing the ges-
logical report of Prof. Safford, reporied by
resolution in favor of {ta publication, the
State to pay Prof. Safford $1500 for its
preparation.

Mr. Senter contended that the lesseea
had more room after the fire than they had
when the contrart was made, as there had
been considerable additions made to the
buildings after the contract was made, and
that the lesseen, who are now workiog the
convicts in the quarey, beeanse of the high
price of some of the materials vsed in car-
rying on the shops, might have worked
their convicts in the quarry from the time
of the fire up to the time the baildings
were repaired.  He said he wounld net im-
{mr_u the characler or molives of any one,
it the fact that the lessees had an in-
surance of £15,000 on the wing which was
burnt, und  the State none, and that the
lassees fell nssured the Legislature wonlid
award them the contract for rebnilding the
burnt wing, made the circomstantial evi-
dence against them, thongh he would not
insinuate 'hat they knew anvthing ‘of the
fire before it broke vut.

A Hoorback from Formey abont ithe
Siaying of & Nacshyille Judge—Radi-
enl Falsifieation.
